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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed.

Specification 

2. The spacing of the lines of the specification is such as to make reading difficult. New 
application papers with lines 1 Vi or double spaced on good quality paper are required. 

Claim Objections 

3. The claims are objected to because the lines are crowded too closely together, making 
reading difficult. Substitute claims with lines one and one-half or double spaced on good quality 
paper are required. See 37 CFR 1.52(b). 
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4. Claims 2-4 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form 
for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel 
the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. 

Claims 2-4 refer to some structure recited in claim 1 (the pull down pedals) but do not 
further limit the parent claim, and are thus improper dependent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claim 1 (as understood) is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wang. 
Wang discloses a bicycle comprising a dismountable frame, a handlebar stem 133 which 

permits the handlebar to be oriented, pull down pedals two frame tubes frame, a connector 
device comprising a bolt 97, fitting pieces 96 and 99 mounted in hollow portions of the frame 
tubes fitted in shape and diameter and both having an axial hollow B intended for the running of 
an automatic bolt 97, biased by a spring 107 leant on a fixed structure; the spring propels the 
framework and constantly tends to keep the bolt in a female part B of the fitting piece.
